There can be no doubt hut that 
j good roads in this state is one of 
j the leading propositions, to advance 
the values and property interests of 
the state. 
I am persuaded that the 
people do not realize what good pike 
roads, or m acadam roads will do for 
1 the state. 
Good roads are more than 
a pleasure or convenience, but they 
are real values for taxes, and add as 
nothing else can. to the worth and 
value of farms. 
Pike roads can be built 
in 
this 
state for $1500.00 to $3,000.00 per 
mile with a solid m acadam crown of 
stone 18 feet from burn to burn. 
I 
In the m ajority 
of 
states, 
the 
< grading of roads is the greatest cost. 
But in O klahom a two 
good 
8-foot 
! graders will grade up a mile of road 
j in 4 to 8 days. 
Deep cuts and heavy 
J fills are largely avoided in Oklaho- 
: ma. 
Because of its 
level 
prairie 
country so that the m acadam and 
bridges m ake the main cost of road 
I bullring here. 
There is anoth er cost 
that is very heavy in other states, 
that will not am ount to much iii Ok- 
■ lahom a. powder and dynam ite. Most 
of the Toads in Oklahom a, and in 
fact four-fifths of the mileage here 
can be m ade with graders and wheel 
scrapers. 
There is no better way for fanners 
to cet returns from their taxes than 
through good roads, and all the kicks 
they may register along this line will 
be kicking at their own special inter­ 
ests. 
The farm lands of East Tennessee 
are not nearly so good as they are in 
tins country, and if Tennessee did not 
have splendid pike roads now. she 
aa>uld suffer intensely. 
The means 
of conveying crops to market in that 
country makes a 
great 
difference. 
The roads unpiked are usually thru 
the winter season up to the hubs of 
wagons in ice and red mud. so that 
five or six hundred pounds will make 
a heavy two horse load. 
But. on the 
pikes they can easily carry a load of 
2 500 or 3000 pounds ove rmost all 
their roads. 
W e cannot afford to fight a bond 
issue here for the building of pike 
roads should an election be called. 
There is too much at stake. Your tax 
values are at stake, our farm values 
are at stake, your tim e and conven­ 
ience. 
W hen O klahom a 
has 
good 
pike roads stretching out over this 
country from town 
to 
town, 
and 
from city to city, you will see every 
nook and corner of the state settled 
up and occupied by th rift wealth. 
Nothing adds to a country like good 
roads, good schools 
and 
churches; 
you have in this state the beat sys­ 
tem of schools to be found in any 
state in the Union; now’ then let’s; 
have the roads, 
and 
people 
will 
swarm here with their wealth and 
money from all parts of the world. 
I am speaking these words from I 
experience. 
All the 
m aterial 
for 
building roads can be had right here ! 
in the state. 
Gravel, stone, and re- j 
ment, and the tim ber. 
This is what 
many states do not have. 
I take the 
position that when 
we 
have 
good 
roads all over the state, th e farm I 
value3 will rise 200 per cent, and 
farm products in norm al tim es will ! 
be worth far more than they have 
been since the world war set in. 
By all means, citizens, vote for 
road bonds.
